The Cape has become one of Americas most 
popular vacation areas since it offers great 
variety that appeals to the entire family or 


the Cape. His Ooyage to America took him west~ 
ward until he sighted the narrow shoreline 
jutting Out into the ocean, It was duly recorded

It was decided to alter the name to Cape Cod, 
Thus the bounty of the ocean, the codfish, 
brought forth this most fitting name for the 
Cape, otherwise this popular vacation land
